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Sometime  ago,  we  broadcast  a  public  affairs  discussion  on  parking,  and  during  the 
course  of  that  discussion,  one  worthy  official  proclaimed  that  his  municipality  was  doing 
a  good  job  of  solving  the  parking  problem.  The  statement  stirred  the  other  participants 
to  weary  smiles;  it  was  a  manifest  absurdity.  We  don't  know  what  the  program's  listeners 
thought.  We  trust  they  at  least  exploded  over  their  after-dinner  coffee. 

Such  absurdities  happen  in  the  best-run  public  affairs  programing.  Usually,  they  are 
high-lighted  either  by  further  questioning,  or  rebuttal,  or  by  the  listener's  common 
sense.  It's  not  so  easy,  for  either  listener  or  participant,  however,  to  detect  the  half-truths, 
the  significant  omissions,  the  nuances  of  tone  and  emotion.  In  any  KPFA  public  affairs 
program  worth  its  salt,  a  lot  of  questions  are  left  unanswered,  a  lot  of  relationships  are 
left  unmarked,  a  lot  of  dark  alleys  are  left  unexplored. 

We  make  a  brave  effort  to  get  people  on  our  public  affairs  programing  who  know 
what  they  are  talking  about.  If  they  know  a  subject,  the  chances  are  that  they  are  in 
some  relationship  to  that  subject,  and  that  relationship  usually  involves  prejudice, 
discretion,  and  the  ego.  There  is  also  honesty. 

At  the  time  of  actual  broadcast,  there's  also  a  whole  counterpoint  of  relationships 
with  the  other  participants,  the  moderator,  the  microphone,  and  the  current  state  of 
the  digestion.  Sometimes  these  immediate  relationships  form  a  dramatic  sequence  all 
of  their  own,  and  the  sequence  may  have  no  connection  with  the  subject  at  hand.  Hence 
the  phenomenon  of  philosophic  rumblings  and  high  passion  in  a  discussion  of  the  World 
Series  not  so  long  ago. 

This  is  fair  warning.  Human  understanding  is  a  fragile  thing  and  human  communi- 
cation a  candlepower  in  the  darkness.  But  if  it  weren't  for  the  candlepower,  we  wouldn't 
know  the  dark  alley  was  there  at  all.

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CATHARSIS  IN  EXTREMIS:  We  figure  that  by  Saturday,  November  1st,  the  more  politically 
minded  of  KPFA's  listeners  will  be,  like  many  other  Americans,  agitated  to  the  point  of 
psychological  peril.

NETHERLANDS  COMPOSERS:  At  8:45  on  Thursday,  October  23,  we  begin  a  series  of 
thirteen  programs  on  "Netherlands  Composers",  distributed  in  this  country  by  the  Netherlands 
Information  Service.  Thirteen  composers  will  be  represented  by  twenty-six  compositions.  The 
oldest  composer  is  Peter  Hellendaal  (1721-1791);  the  youngest  is  Jurriaan  Andriessen,  born 
in  1925. 

Jurriaan  Andriessen,  whose  "Symphonia  concertante"  appears  on  the  first  program,  is 
the  son  of  Hendrik  Andriessen,  another  composer  in  this  series.  As  a  child,  Jurriaan  studied 
piano  and  composition.  In  1948  he  went  to  Paris,  where  he  wrote  music  for  French  cartoon 
films  and  some  stage  plays.  The  following  year  he  came  to  the  Berkshire  Music  Center  in 
Tanglewood  as  a  holder  of  a  Unesco  scholarship.  Jurriaan  was  commissioned  by  Koussevitzky 
to  write  a  score  for  a  documentary  about  the  Music  Center.  The  composer  himself  conducted 
the  score  while  the  film  was  being  shot. 

His  "Symphonietta  concertante"  was  composed  by  Jurriaan  as  a  test-piece  for  his  final 
examination  at  the  Utrecht  Conservatoire.  It  is  scored  for  four  solo  trumpets  and  orchestra— 
a  very  unusual  combination  of  instruments  in  this  form  of  writing.
